a. An examination of the existing literature and research on 
Soviet society is being made in an attempt to summarize those research 
results which are likely to be most useful in assisting operators and 
policy makers. This is mostly an examination of research which has 
already been dona but is scattered in various places in the literature, 
but it involves erne or two pieces of original investigation. Including 
a project on the behavior and attitudes of Soviet loaders based upon 
interviews with as many people as possible who have had contact with 
these leaders. 


b» Tiie second part of the project involves exploring with various 
Government agencies a series of operating problems on which those 
agencies seek research ruldance.
